High Co*t of Eating 


{ J N E oí the aspects of the rising price 
trend which is receiving increased at­ 
tention is the climb in food prices. 
Much 
of the discussion 
seem s 
oriented 
toward 
identifying the villain in the piece—whether 
it is the farm er, the processor, or the re­ 
tailer. 


Yet a calm appraisal of the facts 


suggests that food-price movements are 
explicable in term s of supply and de­ 
mand forces. 
I here is no special vil­ 
lain since we have all combined in cre­ 
ating 
an 
economy which 
is pressing 
against the lim its of its productive capa­ 
bilities. 


The increase in food prices has im ­ 
pressed the man in the street (and, even 
more, his wife) both because food is so 
important a part of the fam ily budget and 
because it has risen more in price than 
most of the other items he buys. 
In the past two years, the food com­ 
ponent of the consumer price index has 
risen by 7 percent. The price of commodi­ 
ties other than food has increased by only 
2 percent and the price of services pre­ 
viously the leader in the upward price trend 
—by 6 percent. 
• • * 


Underlying the 7 percent increase in re­ 
tail food prices has been a 14 percent rise 
in the prices received by farm ers for their 
crops and livestock. 
The reasons behind this are complicated 
and stem largely from situations peculiar 
to agriculture and only partly from a gen­ 
eralized inflationary pressure. 
One of the basic causes was a shortage 
of pork products in 1965, resulting from: low 
prices for such products in 1964. 
This had 
led farm ers to cut back on hog production. 
Shortages of pork—at a time when con­ 
sumers were more prosperous than ever 
before—were naturally followed by price 
increases both for pork and for other 
meats to which the consumer turned. 
In addition to the special situation in 
m eats, agricultural production has suffered 
from Winter freezes and from drouth in cer­ 
tain areas. 
Wheat production is lower this year than 
last and the old bugaboo of overproduction 
m ay be a thing of the past. 
Production of 
milk and other dairy products has also been 
reduced in recent years—a tendency that 
can’t be reversed very quickly even with 
higher prices. 
Of course, the food products the con­ 
sumer buys are very different from the 
raw m aterials that leave the farm . The 
intervening processes of transportation, 
storage, m anufacture into finished prod­ 
ucts. packaging, wholesaling and retail­ 
ing all cost money. 
As time goes on the "value added" by 
these intermediate steps tends to become a 
larger part of the total, as housewives de­ 
mand higher quality and more convenience 
built into their food purchases. 
• * * 


Along with everything else, the off-the- 
farm costs of producing and distributing the 
food items purchased in the superm arket 
have been rising. Wage rates of people en­ 
gaged in these activities have been increas­ 
ing. 
The fact that food prices have risen 
. more than other retail prices during the 
past two years seem s to have been due 
mainly to the sharp increase in the price 
of food raw m aterials at the farm . 
Farm prices have leveled off during the 
past six months and there Is at least hope 
that the worst is over on this score. 
Retail food prices have continued upward, 
partly as a delayed reaction to higher m a­ 
terial costs (which take time to work through 
the system ), and partly from the sam e pres­ 
sures that have been raising prices of non­ 
food goods and services.

speech before 80.900, Sukarno 
cried: "I am your great leader! 
Follow me, follow all my in­ 
structions!"

The strong plea for popular 
support cam e as military lead­ 
ers continued to consolidate po­ 
sitions of power aimed at cutt­ 
ing off public support from the 
president, now largely a figure­ 
head. Army troops were posted 
throughout the city. 
In the v ast throng were 1.000 
anti-Sukarno 
students 
who 
jeered and yelled as the presi­ 
dent declared he still w as In­ 
donesia’s leader. One 
student 
held up a sign saying: "B ew are 
of poisonous speeches that will 
make the people suffer." 
Alternately whispering, shout­ 
ing 
and 
snarling, 
Sukarno 
lashed out at the United States, 
counted on by the new Indonesia 
leaders to help bail out the na­ 
tion from bankruptcy. 
Sukarno denounced U.S. poli­ 
cy in Viei Nam and in effect 
repeated his "to hell with U.S. 
aid " slogan of his days of pow- 


"B y what right does im perial­ 
ism kill, burn, bomb, spread 
poison g a s ? " he demanded. " I 
implore 
A m erica: 
A m erica 
leave Viet Nam . Please Am eri­ 
ca, please get out of Viet N am ." 
Sukarno declared if the Unit­ 
ed States did not heed his ap­ 
peal, "Y ou, yourself, will land 
in trouble." 
S u k an o then took off on for­ 
eign aid, saying Indonesia m ust 
stress self-reliance to rebuild its 
economy. This runs counter to 
arm y strong man Gen. Suhar­ 
to's idea that Indonesia m ust 
have foreign aid to restore run­ 
down 
communications, 
rubber 
plantations, 
factories 
and 
mines. 
"Self-reliance," Sukarno said, 
"rejects a policy of begging. 
Yes Indeed, ‘Go to hell’ is still 
our slogan in facing the chal­ 
lenge of the m easures of the 
world monopolies with their dir­ 
ty tactics.” 
Part of the speech was devo­ 
ted 
to 
answering 
questions 
posed by the hostile students in 
a 
statem ent 
Tuesday: 
what 
about the Communist coup that 
failed last Oct. 1, and how could 
he explain the critical state of 
the economy? 
Sukarno denied he had any­ 
thing to do with the coup at­ 
tempt that brought down the 
wrath of the arm y on Indone­ 
sian Com m unists and led to his 
surrender most of his powers to 
Suharto last March. 
Sukarno said Indonesia inher­ 
ited much of the present eco­ 
nomic chaos from the Dutch, 
who granted these islands inde­ 
pendence 21 years ago. 
N ear the end of the two-hour 
speech, 
t h e 
hostile 
students 
staged a protest walkout, but it 
was unlikely Sukarno could see 
them in the sea of sarongs and 
red banners.

PASADENA, Calif. (A P) - 
Scientists tracking the camera- 
toting U.S. Lunar Orbiter have., 
found some variations in its 
path around the moon that they 
can't explain. 
The lowest point of the orbit, 
called the perilune, has risen 
gradually from 117 miles to 126 
miles and probably will go high­ 
er, U.S. space agency scientist 
E d m u n d 
Brummer 
said 
Wednesday. 
The highest point of the orbit, 
called the apolune, has dropped 
from. 1,158' to 1,150 miles. 
* • • 
This gradual “fattening” of 
the 
egg-shaped 
orbit, is 
due 
largely to the pull of earth’s ¡ 
gravity 
on 
the 
spacecraft, 
Brummer said, but some of it! 
may be caused by unknowns in 
the moon’s gravitational field. 
“It would not be correct at 
this time to say that we have 
found the moon, like the earth, 
is slightly pear-shaped,” he cau­ 
tioned. 
“Ail we can say pending de­ 
tailed studies is that something 
is influencing 'the orbit, we can’t: 
explain.

the shape oi the moon or even1 
what it is made of, and either of 
these factors could cause varia­ 
tions in the orbit.”

Lunar Orbiter is scheduled to 
take pictures today of a. broad 
plain called Mare Smythii on 
the extreme right edge of the 
moon's disc while the space­ 
craft is at the lowest point of its 
present orbit — 126 miles above 
the surface. 
On Sunday, scientists plan to 
trigger a rocket aboard Lunar 
Orbiter which will send it even

Some of the 500 people inside 
at 'the time were evacuated and 
military 
investigators 
took 
charge of the bomb. 
Reynolds said it had not been 
determined whether the device 
could have exploded. He said it 
was a crude contraption made 
from a small bottle filled, with 
what appeared to be black pow ­ 
der and a dry cell battery wired 
to detonate it. It was in a card­ 
board box of the kind used to 
ship government rubber bands. 
Col. Reynolds said most of the 
materials were obtainable on 
the base and it was assumed 
that it was the work of some­ 
body at Offutt. 
He said authorities were at a 
loss for a motive. He said the 
office where the device was 
found was used in personnel! 
training and the gray metal 
cabinet where It was hidden was 
used for storage of supplies.

Smiley Wins GOP 
Nomination in 
Montana Primary 
HELENA, Mont. (AP) — 
Richard D. Smiley won a 5-to-l 
Republican nomination in Mon­ 
tana’s primary election to face 
Democratic Rep. Arnold Olsen 
in. a Western District congres­ 
sional race in November. 
Smiley, a state legislator and 
broadcasting executive, polled 
22,701 votes to 4,597 Tuesday for 
Butte miner and ex-schoolteach­ 
er Edward P. Canty. This was 
with 467 of 472 precincts coun­ 
ted. 
Canty was making his first 
political bid. 
Olsen was unopposed and 
polled 
40,402 
complimentary 
votes, counting 417 of 472 pre­ 
cincts, 
• • * 
Montana’s only Republican in 
¡Congress, Rep. James Baltin of 
eastern Montana, polled 28.205 
unopposed votes. State Sen. 
John Helcher of Forsyth re­ 
ceived 23,399 in his unopposed 
bid for the Democratic nomina­ 
tion, to challenge Baltin. This 
counted 554 of 590 precincts. 
Also unopposed and squared 
for a Nov. 8 general election 
fight for the U.S. Senate were 
incumbent Lee Metcalf, a Dem­ 
ocrat, and Republican Gov. Tim 
Babcock. Metcalf received 68, 
029 votes and Babcock 56.639 
with 1,007 of 1.062 precincts re­ 
porting.

Deposit Rate 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Reserve Roard moved 
Wednesday to put new restric­ 
tions on the use of certificates of 
deposit to attract savings by 
increasing 
reserve 
require­ 
ments on time deposits to,6 per 
cent. 
The increase from 5 per cent 
to the legal ceiling of 6 percent 
was the second increase in the 
rate since late June. 
Like the June 27 increase 
from 4 to 5 per cent, the re­ 
quirement will apply against 
time deposits exceeding $5 mil­ 
lion at banks that are members 
of the Federal Reserve system. 
The board said its action is 
designed “to reinforce the anti- 
inflationary effects of over all 
monetary restraint.’'

The new requirement, effec­ 
tive next month, means that for 
every $100 a bank obtains by 
issuing a certificate of deposit, 
it must set aside $0 as a reserve 
instead of $5.

Auto Workers Want 50 Cent Hourly Wage Boost 


DETROIT (AP) — Pressing

“ I happen to believe that the 
only danger at the polls for 
Democrats is if they weasel — 
or wobble — if they spread a 
canopy of doubt or confusion" 
about the adm inistration’s posi­ 
tion on Viet Nam., the vice pres­ 
ident said. 
He made the remarks during 
an interview* in Washington with 
Godfrey 
Sperling Jr., of 
the 
Christian 
Science 
Monitor’s 
Washington staff. The interview 
appeared in Wednesday’s edi­ 
tion. 
Humphrey 
made a detailed 
assessment of the “liberar* po­ 
sition in the Viet Nam conflict. 
Sperling wrote that he had sug­ 
gested to the vice president that 
many young liberals look issue 
with President Johnson on Viet 
Nam. and thought, the vice presi­ 
dent was backing the President 
but really didn’t mean it. 
“ Yes, I know they are bitter 
about 
this,” 
Humphrey 
said, 
j “but, as you know, I really feel 
this way about Viet Nam.’* 
He said the liberal has had

War II: support of international 
organizations such as the United 
Nations:

reacting, 
¡“just as their fathers did in the 
1930s to our involvement in E u­ 
rope.” 
“ We are going through the 
same kind of growing-up pains 
we had in the 30s and 40s.” he 
said. 
“The United States can’t be a 
"world power — which we are — 
with half-world interests.”
